The Two Opposing Bids. 

The three-year bid of the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company, which was 
turned down in favor of the proposition 
of the Georgia Electric Light Company 
to furnish lights at the cost of making, 
was as follows: 

For the period of three years, commenc- 
ing on October 1, 1900, will furnish the are 
lamps or lights to show a consumption of 
not less than 450 watts measured at the are 
with a recording watts meter, at $78.95 
per year for each said are lamp. Will 
furnish for the same period of three years 
incandescent lights, to be of 75 candle pow- 
er, at $38.95 per year, 

This bid is higher than the one for the 
samé térm made by the Georgia Electric 
Light Company. The Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company's bid for five years 
is .as follows: 

For the period of five years, commenc- 
ing October 1, 1900, will furnish are lamps 
to show a consumption of not less than 
#45) watts measured at the arc with a re- 
cording watt meter at the price of $73.95 
per arc lamp per year. Will furnish fvr 
the same period incandescent lights to be 
of 75 candle power at the price of $35.35 
per light per year. 

The three-year bid of the Georgia Elec- 
tric Light Company made last August is 
$82.50 for are lights and $33.75 for series 
lights. Their bid for five years was $80 
for arc lights and $32.50 for series lights. 

By this it will be seen that although the 

bid of the Georgia Electric Light Compa- 
ny for a term of three years ‘s lower than 
that of the Atlanta Railway and Power 
company, the bid of the latter company 
for a term of five years is very much 
lower than that of the former company 
for the same term of years. 

The five-year bid of the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company is the one which 
Mr. Thomson urged the committee to ac- 
cept. It was turned down, however, in 
favor of the three-year bid of the Geor- 
Sia Electric Light Company. 

The portion of the bid of the Georgia 
Electric Light Company which played the 
most prominent part in the committee 
meeting, which caused the greatest 
amount of discussion and which undoubt- 
edly caused the acceptance of that bid, 
is as follows: 

In no event shall the prices be greater 
than those named in our proposition made 
August 5, 1899, in response to your last ad- 
vertisement for bids. 

As an alternative to all the above we 
are ready to take up negotiations with the 
city looking to the making of a contract 
between the city of Atlanta and this com- 
pany under which we wilj light the streets 
of the city of Atlanta for a specified sum 
of money per annum for a certain term 
of years, and at the end of said term the 
city to own the plant without additional 
expense over the annual charge of lights, 
If your committee desires to take up this 
matter, we will go into it at once with you. 

Chairman Thomson Talks. 

Chairman Thomson, of the electric light 
committee, was seen immediately after 
the adjournment of the committee and 
asked about the action of the majority of 
the committee and requested to make a 
statement concerning the acceptance of 
an electric light bid. 

After telling of the action of the com- 
mittee Colonel Thomson said: 

I think a great mistake was made in agres- 
ing to recommend what is called the three 
year bid of the Georgia Electric Light Com- 
pany, and shall make a minority report recom- 
mending the acceptance of the bid of the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company for a 
five year contract. 

I shall do this because it is the lowest and 
best bid, even assuming there was a valid 
bid, under the term of the advertisement, by 
the Georgia Electric Light Company. 

I consider it the only bid that complies 
with the terms of the advertisement, as will 
be seen from a comparison of the advertise- 
ment and the bids as published. 

The bids of the Georgia Electric Light Com- 
pany, if its proposition can be called a bid. 
is illusory, and chokes off competition and 
forever seals the doom of municipal owner- 
ship, instead of helping to bring it about. 

If the recommendation of a majority of the 
committee is adopted by council, there will 
never be any competition -in electric lighting 
in the city, and a grinding monopoly can 
extort from the people whatever price it may 
see fit to exact for commercial light. 

Good faith. to bidders demands that when 
the city advertises for bids it should treat 
the bidders fairly, and encourage open, plain 
and specific compliance with the terms ad- 
vertised and not evasive and illusive bids. 

President Atkinson Talks. 

H. M. Atkinson, president of the Geor- 
gia Electric Light Company, when seen, 
said: 

The action of the committee speaks for itself 
and no further argument on my part is nec- 
essary. The committee accepted the lowest 
and best bid. 

The Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
put in a written argument when we thought 
the matter had been closed, as it was simply 
@ question of bidding and we had no oppor- 
tunity to put in an argument and did not 
know any would be received after the bids 
were opened. In any event, our side needed 
no further presentation. 

The Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
also had a petition to bolster up its bid. Our 
bid needed no such support. The committee 
took the only view of the matter possible un- 
der any circumstances and accepted our three 
year proposition. 

President Woodruff Talks. 

President Ernest Woodruff, of the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Comp y, was 
seen and asked what he thought of the 
action of the committee. 

The action of the committee speaks for is- 
self, said he. It seems singular to me, how- 
ever, that the committee should accept a bid 
that does not comply with the terms of the 
advertisement published by the city.

ARGUMENTS TO COMMITTEE 


The Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany, through fits president, Ernest 
Weodruff, yesterday presented a state- 
inent of the position of that company on 
the matter of electric lighting to the 


electric light committee. 

The communication was in the shape of 
an argument, and gave the committee 
the reasons why the company believed 
its bid should be accepted in preference 
to the bid of the Georgia Dlectric Light 


Ccmpany. 

This was placed before the commiltev 
by President Woodruff just previous to 
the meeting of the committee. The coin- 
munication in full is as follows: | 

Atlanta, Ga., October 13, 1899.—Hon. 
W. S. Thomson, Chairman, Committee 
on Electric Lights, Telegraphs and 
Telepnones, and Honorable Mayor and 
General Couneil, City of Atlanta 
Gentlemen: In August, last, bids were 
called for by you for furnishing the 
city with are and incandescent elec- 
tric lights. Under the response made 
to that call the bids received were of 
such character, and being nade with- 
out any requirement of check as guar- 
antee that all were rejected or de- 
clared off. Subsequently, and in ac- 
cordance with action authorizing the 
same, bids for such lighting were ad- 
vertised for to be made upto 12 o'clock, 
m. Monday, October 2, 189, this call 
and advertisement requiring that: each 
bid: be accompanied with a certified 
check of $25,000. This requirenint was 
business-like and evidenced the eafn- 
est purpcse of the city government to 
dispose ef the subject upon the recep- 
tion of bids with the checks as guar- 
antee of good faith. The action and 
advertisement by you were an invita- 
tion to competition for the city light- 
ing. Clearly, the action «end adver- 
tisement calling for bids contemplated 
the naming of specific prices for such 
lighting in the bids to be made. Be- 
sides, this has been the uniform cours6é 
of the city government in its ulfferent 
departments in calling for bids for 
city work and contracts throughout 
its history. Acting on the faith of 
this advertisement and calls for bids, 
the undersigned company put itself in 
pesition to compete for—the electric 
lighting of the city, and knowing the 
very recently deciarcd policy of the 
city government in the recognition and 
encouragement of competition leading 
to investments in the city in public 
utilities, it submitted its bid with 
definite prices for such lighting,accom- 
panied by its certified check for $25,000, 
and in all other respects complying 
with your authorized advertisement. 
Our bid fer the period of five years on ~ 
the basis of the number and character 
of lights now installed in the city 
would effect a net scving to the city 
government over the prices now in 
force and being paid @r lights of 
about $33,245.75. Notwithatanding the 
fact that within ths past year the 
representatives of the city and the 
present contractor, the Georgia Elec- 
tric Light Company, agreed and re- 
ported that the contractor could not 
afford to perform the service for less 
than $439 per dre light, or about the 
present prices; and, notwithstanding 
the further fact that since this report 
Was made the price of material and 
machinery, wire and labor for con- 
Structing an electric light and power 
Station have all materially advanced. 
The city has also recently passed an 
ordinance requiring all electric light, 
power and feeder wires to be placed in 
underground conduits, which will re- 
quire any new ccmpsny securing the 
contract to invest $150,000 to $200,000 
more in the line circuit than the pres- 
ent contractor’s overhead line cost. 

We desire to call your attention 
especially to the fact that from the 
best inofrmation we can obtain, no 
cities of any size are using incandes- 
cent lights for street lighting pur- 
poses to any extent. Arc lights only 
are regarded as suitable for street 
lighting. As an evidence of, ihe fac- 
that even your own administration 
dces not consider incandescent lights 
valuable or fit for streei lighting, at- 
tention is called to the report of the 
arbitrators appointed to investigate 
the cost of lighting to the present 
company, which was recently approv- 
ed by the city council. This report 
does not indicate the cost of the inean- 
descent lights, therefore it is safe to 
assume that when the city can secure 
are lights for $73.95 (our five-year bid), 
of 2,000 candle power each, it will 
substitute many ere sights for the in- 
candescent lights of seventy-five-can- 
dle power, which now cost the city 
about $385 each. If the city should 
abandon the use of incandescent 
lights and adopt the are lignt—as has 
been done in almost every American 
city—the difference in the ccst for the 
five years between the bid madr by 
this company and the price now being 
paid for arc lights would result in a 
saving to the city of $62,045.75. 

It has been the wise policy of the 
city government to make five year con- 
tracts for the city lighting, and these 
have all been enjoyed by the present 
contractor, which has had for many 
years practically no competition for 
the service. These long term contracts 
have always been carried out by suc- 
ceeding councils with the present con- 
tractor in good faith, and we have no 
doubt that ours would in like manner 
be carried out. Of course, our oné-year 
bid is not so low as for longer periods. 
The longer the contract the greater is 
the inducement and encouragement to 
a company to make the large invest- 
ment required for a great modern 
lighting and power station. We cannot 
suppose, therefore, that the policy of 
the city in making five year contracts 
will now be changed. Our bid on incan- 
descent lights is not quite as low as 
the price now being paid, due to the 
large investment required in placing

4. ihe advertisement did not ask for 
propositions iooking to ultimate acqui- 
sition of the property or pliant of the 
bidder, and certainly not lor a vague, 
indeltinite and remote possibility of 
such acquisition, with no indication of 
terms or conditions. 

5. The proposition to furnish lights at 
cost, seems wanting in candor under 
the plan of arbitration and investiga- 
tion proposed, and indicates avoidance 
of naming Ngures, while under the call 
of the aavertisement our bid is now 
known to our competitor and the 
world. 

As good business people, the Georgia 
Electric Light Company must know 
the cost to it of furnishing lights to 
the city, yet this cost was not stated 
in figures. 

If possibly it be claimed that the 
owners operating the plant do not 
know the cost of furnishing light to 
the city, how can it be insisted that 
this cost could be ascertained by oth- 
ers in an: arbitration? 

6, In addition to betng the only bid- 
der, having made a bid which will 
save the city a large amount of 
money directly, the acceptance of 
which will make certain the construc- 
tion of a new modern lighting and 
power station, requiring an investment 
of about three-quarters of a million 
dollars, all to the benefit of the city 
and the public during construction, 
and permanently by those employed 
and paid in its operation, as well as 
commercial light and power consum- 
ers. The taxes on the investment will 
also add to the treasuries of the state, 
county and city, making certain the 
establishment of not only a competing 
light plant for the city, hut provides 
competition in supplying residences, 
stores and manufactories with elec- 
tricity for both light and power, 
greatly to the benefit of all classes of 
citizens. 

For all of the foregoing reasons, 
and because of the fair treatment to 
which a bidder representing a business 
interest and becoming a competitor for 
the city’s lighting under the invita- 
tion of your pubic advertisement is 
entitled, we respectfully ask that our 
bid for five-year period be accepted.

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WOULD NOT WORK 
WITH NEGROES 


Ladies, Indionant Over Action of 
Mill Manager at Barnesville, 


LEAVE THE MILL IN A BODY 


Foreman Sympathises with the Ladies 
and Also Leaves, 


OBJECTIONS WERE MADE TO NEGROES 


Being Placed at Work in the Same 
Room with White Women, but 
the Manager Paid No 
Heed to the Pro- 
tests.

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Barnesville, October 13.—(Special.)—The 
operatives of the Oxford knitting mills, 
one of the largest manufactories of this 
city, entered into a strike on Saturday 
morning, last, because of the placing of 
a negro man at work among the white 
employees. As a result, the city, so far 
as the mill people are concerned, is in a 
turbulent state. 

The negro man was placed in the mill 
ty W. M.. Howard, the manager. For 
about eight months three other negroes 
heave been working at the mill, but in 
departments shut out from the view of 
the white men and women. One was_em- 
rioyed as engineer and the other two in 
the fleecing room, where the work is said 
to be of a nature that a white man 
should not be required to do. At various 
times, however, without the knowledge 
of the mill owners, these negroes have 
sought to exercise an unwarranted au- 
thority, over the whites, and in many 
Ways to make it unpleasant fur the young 
ladies employed at the mill. The white 
people, while dissatisfied with this exist- 
ing condition, have borne it without open 
complaint. The climax came, however, 
when the negro was put to work at one 
of the knitting machines in the midst of 
the white men. 

On Saturday morning, last, the young 
ladies approached Mr. Howard and told 
him they could not tolerate the placing 
of the negro in their midst, and would 
not continue their. work unless the negro 
was removed. Mr. s:oward's reply to 
them, they say, was: ‘‘Well, if you can 
not work with negroes, you can take your 
hats and go home.” 

J. C. Collier, president of the mill, held 
a meeting on Monday afternocn, Mst, 
with the young ladies, and, after assur- 
ing them that there was no intention to 
them, but from 
necessity, that the negro was put at 
work, and, after promising to have him 
removed at the earliest possible moment, 
secured their consent to return to work. 
The young ladies stipulated, however, 
that all who quit should be reinstated. 
This was meant to apply directly to H. 
M. Parker, the foreman of the mill, who 
was thoroughly in sympathy with the 
young ladies and quit with them. This 
was agreed to, and the conference ended 
with the understanding that the mill 
would start running on Tvesday morning. 

Monday night, however, the negrves 
were approached end warned not to enter 
the mill to go to work again. As a re- 
sult, the mill remained closed. On Wed- 
nesday, last, Mr. Parker @zceived a letter 
from Mr. Howard, saying his services 
would not be required any longer. 

With a few of the operatives, among 
whom were two of the negrces, the mill 
was started on Thursday morning, but 
the majorily of them are sfill out, and 
say they will not return until Mr. Parker 
is reinstated, or while negroes are em- 
ployed. 

There is considerable feeling) here over 
the matter, and the people are almost a 
unit in upholding and defending the ac- 
tion of the young ladies. Some of them 
have openly expressed their intentiorf to 
stand by the young ladies and see them 
through in their requests.

Jacksonville, Fla., October 13.—(Special.) 
Major Abrams, senior counsel for the 
defense in the now sensational and fa- 
mous .Neumeister-Nye alleged murder 
case at Altoona, returned here tonight 
from Tavares. where the preliminary 
hearing of the accused has been closed. 
Bcth Nye and Mrs Neumeister were 
held for trial at the next criminal court 
without bail. 

Major Abrams, in speaking of the 
case, said that he expected his client 
would be held, but that made no differ- 
ence, as he confidently expected to clear 
them at the trial. 

“Why,” said he, with emphasis, “Mrs. 
Neumeister had no-reason in the world 
to wish for her husband's death. She 
had all the property in her own name, 
the transfers taking place years ago, 
rence she was not after money.” 

Some one ‘suggested that “she might 
have been after Nye, and that.a husband 
was an incumbrance in such a case.” 
This seems to be the opinion in Lake 
county, where the alleged tragedy cc- 
curred.

Then 
it was that Nye deserted his wife and his 
sixteen year-old daughter in Cincinnatl, 
and Nenme’ster and wife number four 
had scarcely settled down in their new 
home when Nye presented himself and 
made his homo with the couple. The 
trio formed a little ‘spiritual circle of 
their own, with the result that Nye be- 
came Neumeister’s financial agent, and 
tit by bit, came into a great deal of old 
man Neumeiser’s property. This after- 
wards came to the ears of Neumeoister'’s 
sister and hee son, Mrs. Spieth and Jo- 
seph Spleth, who lived in New Albany, 
Ind. They remonstrated with Neumels- 
ter, but to no effect, for “revelations 
came to Neumeister, through his wives 
in the spirit world, saying that his rela- 
tives were only trying to get possession 
of his money and that his only salvation 
was to entrust it to his wife and his 
financial agent, Nye. 

Higa relatives started legal proceedings 
ta save the old man, but it was too 
late. Nvea and Mrs. Neumeister suspect- 
ed something of this kind and they has- 
tened to get out of the neighborhood be- 
fora anv papers could be served. They 
loaded their furniture on a Louisville 
and Nashville car and sent it to Atloona, 
Fla. The popular belief is that they 
sent the old man along with the car to 
take care of it, as they told him, while 
they came on in a Pullman sleeper that 
night. They bought a very handsome 
residence near Altoona and invested $10,- 
Oo” or $15,000. An indictment, however, 
had been procured at Louisville, charging 
Nye and Mrs. Neumeister with obtaining 
money under false pretenses. Nye went 
back to face the mueic and Mrs. Neu- 
meister waa arrested and carried back. 
The old man, Neumeister, however, was 
contrary and refused to go back to prose- 
cute them, saying that he could take care 
of himself. so the case fell through, and 
Nye and Mrs. Neumeister came back to 
Florida. This was in 1897. 

Shortly after this stories began to 
spread in the neighborhood regarding the 
harsh treatment of old man Neumeister. 
He was seen about clad in the oldest 
garments, and haé looked half starved 
most of the time. It was reported that 
they compelled him to sleep in blankets 
on the floor and to work all the time, 
and gave him very little nourishing food. 
This kept on for many months. None of 
the neighbors interfered, as old man Neu- 
meister made no complaint, and things 
went from bad to worse until finally 
ending as above stated. 


Speith Letter Was Too Late. 


Just at this time, however, his relatives 
were beginning to take some steps to 
protect him, as they had received several 
letters from men who had workd for 
Mrs. Neumeister, and who wrote to tell 
them of the hardships to which the old 
man was exposed, and asked them to 
interfere. One of the most recent sent 
to John F. Speith, a brother-in-law of 
Neumeister, at New Albany, Ind., is 
given herewith. He was just starting out 
to take steps in the matter when it was 
received by him. It was too late, as 
he received word of the death of the old 
man just before leaving for Florida, 

The letter is as follows: 

“Umatilla, Fla., September 12, 189—I 
take pleasure in writing to you in regard 
to the treatment of John Neumeister, 
Altoona, Fla. I, John Kieeme, hired out 
to Mrs. Neumeister’s overseer, Fred Nye, 
July 1, 1899, and while under their employ 
as a farmhand for two months and 
twelve days they treated me as a slave 
and Mr. Neumeister worse. The old 
man works every day and part of the 
night with such shameful abuse and 
cursing by his wife and Mr. Nye that 
Mt. Neumeister several] times came to 
me and told me that he was afraid to 
eat his meals for fear of being poisoned. 
The two parties have debarred Mr. Neu- 
meister from eating at his own table. He 
is not allowed to talk to any one, for 
they deprive him from talking to me 
and my wife and two children, and only 
before day, or as Mr. Neumeister and I 
were working alone could this old man 
get a chance to talk to me. He told me 
he was afraid they would murder him. 
He asked me to take care of him. He 
states to me that Nye and his wife forced 
him to sign away nearly all his property. 
He received a few buildings in some of 
the cities. He only wore rags and old 
clothes. He wants me to get him away 
from there, so that he can get a divorce 
and get some of his money and property 
back. He has not had a cent of money 
for a year. He begged me to protect 
him. I promised I would. Kind stranger. 
if you have any sympathy for Mr. Neu- 
meister, you will come to his aid with- 
out a moment’s delay. Come to Umatilla, 
Fla. Ask the agent to pleage conduct 
you to my house and I will state facts 
more plainly to you. Let no one know 
your name, or where you are 
from until you have seen me, 
See to this at once. If you can’t come, 
write to me and state what steps to take. 
I remain as ever a friend. Yours truly, 

“J. L. KLEMME.”

BOARD OF CONTROL 


The Discharged Official Uses Plain 
Words te the Members. | 


CALLS THEM CONSPIRATORS 


Says Miles Is a Liar by His Own 
Confession. 


THEN TELLS OF CONVERSATIONS WITH HIM 


Says Miles Promised Him That He 
Should Have a Full Hearing 
Before Vote Was Taken. 


Columbia, 8. C., October 13.—(Special.)— 
Mr. D. A. G. Ouzts has given to. the pub- 
lic his first installment of dispensary rev- 
elations, containing about 10,000 words. 
He addresses himself ‘‘to the estate board 
of control.” As a preface he says: 

‘‘As I have by a vote of a majority of 
your members been denied the hearing 
to which I had a right in which I had 
been promised by your chairman, I in- 
tend making my defense in the pubiic 
prints. At the same time I will go fur- 
ther and show the characters of the men 
by whom I was 60 summarily deposed, 
and of their fellow conspirators. I am 
deposed because I violated an order of 
the board of controh—an order which 
the two honorable members of the board 
assert was modified to permit the very 
action which was alleged as the reason 
for my removal. I will show how mem- 
bers of the board violate the dispensary 
law and how employees at the dispensary, 
who are pets of the majority faction of 
the board violate the board’s orders and 
are not even reprimanded for their mis- 
conduct. As the majority faction seems 
anxious to wash dirty linen, I will first 
prove that mine is clean, and then give 
them some dirty linen of their own to 
clean,”’ 

Then he proceeds to argue that this 
action in selling contraband liquor, while 
against a resolution of the board, had 
been in reality made nul] by subsequent 
action, and was so considered by at least 
two members of the board. 

“The majority faction, which is plot- 
ting to get absolute control of the dis- 
pensary, filling all positions with its 
henchmen, had decided to remove all 
employees who were not subservient to 
it. They did not intend to fully and 
fairly investigate the conduct of sucn 
employees, but preferred one-sided testi- 
mony. At the September meeting of the 
board, Messrs. Haselden and Williams 
were appointed to investigate the con- 
traband room and its accounts. Mr. 
Haselden wanted Mr. Williams to meet 
him in Columbia on Wednesday following 
the adjournment of the September meet- 
ing of the board. Mr. Williams said he 
had important engagements up to and 
including Wednesday, but would meet 
Mr. Haselden in Columbia any day after 
Wednesday. They parted with the un- 
derstanding that Mr. Haselden was to 
notify Mr. Williams when to come to Co- 
lumbia to go to work on the investiga- 
tion, which he never did, but returned to 
Columbia before Wednesday and gave to 
the newspapers a statement that he was 
going to Harris Springs. Mr. Williams 
saw that statement in the papers and 
continued to wait for a notification when 
to come to Columbia.**The next thing he 
saw was a statement that he had been 
supplanted_on the committee by Mr. Rob- 
inson, without notice to him. 

“It was then two of a kind and Mr. 
Haselden was at liberty to proceed with 
his one-sided investigation. Neither I 
nor Mr. Douthit were asked for any ex- 
planation of the charges concocted by the 
one-sided process. 

“On the night of the 20th or 2list of 
September, T. C. Robinson, who had loos- 
ened his tongue with liquor, told me in 
front of Huggins’s store, on Main street, 
that Haselden had got.a trap for Douthit 
and had catght him in it. After asking 
him several] times what the trap Was, he 
said it was in selling. contraband lquor 
at the state dispensary and not having 
it entered upon the shipping clerk’s book 
as required by the resolutions of the 
board at the last board meeting. Was 
the trap the addition of the words, 
‘through the regular channels?’ Probably 


at the time of that conversation Mr. | geaths have been reported. 


Robinson did not know that Chief Con- 
stable Haselden wanted my scalp also 
and, therefore, spoke as a strong friend, 
which he always claimed to be, especially 
since 1896. I and my relatives worked for 
and carried Edgefield county for him as 
the candidate for state superintendent 
of education. But when Boss Haselden 
sopped the whip over his back he for- 
got his friendship and sense of obligations 
to me, and also forgot his statement to 
me after hearing my explanation of my 
sale of that bottle of gin, that he did 
not see how I could have done otherwise 
than obey the instructions of the com- 
missioner. 

“T have shown that there was no just 
caus: for my suspension. But I was not 
suspended for what I did, though that 
was alleged as the cause. I was suspend- 
ed because a political clique wanted me 
removed from the dispensary. They are 
bound together by a community of inter- 
est, their predominant feeling being a 
thirst for revenge and a desire to get 
complete control of ‘the dispensary for 
use as a political machine and more venal 
aims, which can be understood from the 
charges and specifications which I will 
make. When Haselden and Robinson, the 
investigating committee, were in Colum- 
bia they left the work of conducting the 
investigation as to the contraband, which 
a committee was appointed to do, to 
Bookkeeper Mobiey and Inspector Moody 
and spent their time caucusing with 
Chairman Miles and the conspirators. A 
caucus was held in the office of a state 
officer, and it was decided to suspend me 
without giving me any notice or asking 
me for any explanation of the charges 
against me. This determination was 
talked around Columbia nearly an hour 
before 1 was notified of my suspension; 
a friend of mine heard it at the upper 
end of Main street and walked down 
town to a telephone and told me that 
the gang had fixed to make it hot for me 
and to do me, 

“The day after my temporary suspen- 
sion Chairman Miles gave the newspa- 
pers an interview which contained a lie 
and a slanderous insinuation, whose ab- 
solute falsity he could have easily in- 
formed himself of. He said: ‘I did not 
know until this morning that Commis- 
sioner Douthit had been doing the same 
thing, else I would have suspended him 
along with Mr. Ouzts.’ The afternoon 
before that interview was given out, I 
told Mr. Miles I had made a sale of con- 
traband because my superior officer, 
Commissioner. Douthit, had made such 
sales and instructed me to do likewise, 
and I showed him on the book the ree- 
ords of such sales by Mr. Douthit. 

‘‘There was a sianderous finsinuation in 
his statement that money obtained from 
tue sale of contraband had been properly 
turned over, so far as he knew. He knew 
it had been properly turned over, be- 
cause I told- him so and showed him the 
record. 

‘There is another lie told by Mr. Miles. 
He promised me that I should be a:- 
corded a full hearing by the board be- 
fore a vote was taken on the motion to 
make my suspension permanent. But 
the vote was taken without a hearing 
being given me, though I was on hand 


with his perfidy he at first tried to deny | 
having made such a promise, After [ 
forced him to admit jt, he said, ‘Yes; 
but I forgot it." Then he returned to the 
board room and said to the board, ‘Mr. 
Ouzts wanted a hearing but did not know 
it was my place to get it for him.’ 
“While on the question of Mr. Miles’s 
veracity, I might gtate that he ig a liar 
by his own confession. I have heard 
him say on severa) occasions: ‘I have 
told more lies since I have been on the 
board than in all my life before.’ I 
dare him to deny that he made this 
Statement; if he does, I will prove it on 
him.’’ 

Mr. Ouzts charges Mr. Haselden, a 
member of the board, with ‘acting as 
well as telling lies.’’ 

In some quarters it is thought personal 
d‘fficulties wil] grow out of these puopli- 
cations, but it seems unlikely. The board 
has been well seasoned to criticism, and 
while this ig more than usually harsh, the 
memberg will hardly resort to the use of 
artillery.

HALF MILLION DOLLAR FIRE.

New York Was Visited This Morn- 

ing with Fire Scourge. 

New York, October 14.—Fire today de- 
stroyed a large four-story warehouse at 
the foot of Forty-second street, Brook- 
lyn, owned by the Bush company, limited, 

At 12:30 o’clock this (Saturday) morning 
the fire again broke out in the buildings 
of the Bush independent stores which 
were partially destroyed by fire yesterday 
afternoon. 

This fire this morning apparently start- 
ed in building No. 2, which was separated 
from No. 8 by a brick wall two feet in 
thickness. Building No. 3 was totally de- 
stroyed yesterday, and it is thought at 
this hour (2:30 a. m.) that building No. ,2 
will also prove a total loss. 

The fire boats, which had not left the 
scene, were at once brought into use, and 
a series of fire alarms callel back the 
engines and companies which had heen 
employed until a late hour in putting out 
the flames on the firs: fire.

ARTILLERY IS ARRAIGNED 


MERRITT’S REPORT FULL OF 
CAUSTIC CRITICISM. 


Whole Artillery Service Is Operated 
on a False Basis, Says 
the Gereral. 


Washineton, October 13.—The annual re- 
port of Major General Wesley Merritt, 
commanding the department of the east, 
headquarters at Governor’s island, New 
York, was made public at the war de- 
partment today. 

Thea report is a strong arraignment of 
the whole situation in the artillery branch 
of the service, being particularly directed 
against the ordnance bureau and: incident- 
ally the quartermaster’s department, the

General Merritt says that the system on 
which the artillery is organized is wrong 
in that the artilleryman, who is held re- 
sponsible for the work he has to do with 
his guns, has no voice in the making or 
selection of them, this being left entirely 
to the ordrance bureau. But he adds 
that since the engineer department, in the 
same independent way, furnishes the ar- 
tilleryman with his emplacements, and 
there has been no fault to find with this 
portion of the equipment, there must be 
something more than the mere system to 
blame for the unsatisfactory condition of 
affairs.

In the matter of increasing 
. the number of wards, council should 
go slow. ‘There seems to . 0be 
no reason why the city should 
not be redistricted so as to give an al- 
derman to each ward; indeed, such a 
movement as this would seem to be in 
tha interest of fairness and justice. 
One of the wards, the seventh, has no 
representative on the  aldermante 
board, The ward is a small one, it is 
true, so far as population goes, and its | 
citizens, on that account, have never 
made any serious effort to secure rep- 
resentation on the board, feeing that 
such an effort, even if it were success- 
ful, would operate unfairly in the case 
of wards which have a very much larg- 
er population, 

Mr. Dozier’s resolution was intended 
to open up the question, and it will 
have a very good effect, if it shall ra- | 
sult in a movement to redistrict the 
city so as to equalize the representa- | 
tion to which each ward is entitled. | 
But this plan of equalization can ba: 
carried out without increasing the 
number of wards, and without adding 
more than one alderman to our present 
city government, 

There is no reason why the num- 
ber of wards should be incraased. To 
speak plainly there is no reason why 
additional offices should be created. An 
addition of one alderman would make 
the number of the city’s representa- 
tives twenty-one, To increase the 
number of wards would create several 
new places in the city government, 
and this is unnecessary. There is noth- 
ing in existing conditions to call for 
such an increase. The two brancha; 
of council are the city’s congress, and 
two men can represent six thousand 
voters just as satisfactorily as they 
can represent five hundred. Thera 
is no demand for such an increase in 
the membership of council and it 
would be of no advantage whatever to 
the interasts of the taxpayers of the 
city. 

What is necessary is that the voters 
of every ward should have equal rep- 
resentation in both branches of the 
city government, Wa do not under- 
stand the voters of the city ward to 
be asking that they should have equal 
representation on the board of alder- 
men as matters stand, but that tha ' 
inequality which at present exists 
shall be cured, There is no denying 
the fact that a ward large or smali 
should be represented on the board of 
of aldermen, otherwise the taxpayers 
of that ward are placed at a disadvan- 
tage, and are, in fact, discriminated 
against, 

What is necessary and feasible is the 
changing of the boundary lines of 
the wards. This is made necessary 
by the changes that have taken place 
in the population afid it is feasible be- 
causa all that is necessary is for a 
committee of council to get together

and run the boundary lines so as to | 
equalize the pcpulation of the wards. | 

The argument advanced that “it | 
would not be right for the sevanth | 
ward to have equal representation with | 
the other wards when it is the small- 
est ward and has the smallest popula- 
tion in the city,” is a very daiicate 
one to handle. We agree with the

AN ODD CHARACTER 
IN TALLAPOOSA COUNTY 


There lives in Tallapoosa county, near 
Dadeville, Ala., a most peculiar character. 
Though he is a prosperous farmer, pays 
hig debts ard educates his children, An- 
drew J. Burton is commonly accepted as 
a crank. Some mcnths ago he barely es- 
caped arrest in the city of Washington, 
tha officers fearing that he would annoy 
thy president. 

Mr. Burton is a strict believer in the old 
Mosale laws, and faithfully lives up to 
them. He believes that the making of 
pictures. of any kind is a grave offense 
against the laws of God. No newspaper, 
book or magazine containing — pictures 
hag ever been allowed in his home. He 
terms them images, and says they are 
strictly forbi¢den by the Bible. On the 
cupola of a schoolhouse not ‘many miles 
from the Burton home is a large wooden 
eagle. Ag this comes under his idea 
of images; not one of his children is al- 
lowed to enter the place. 

Several times Mr. Burton has petitioned 
congress and the president of the United 
States to remcve the images from the 
face of the currency, expressing as a rea- 
son therefor that the government is in 
daily danger of being destroyed by God’s 
wrath, It was on a mission of this kind 
that he went to Washington not long 
since and attempted to see the president 
and warn him of the impending danger. 
His action came near causing his ar- 
rest.

He has had a lengthy document pre- 
pared setting out his reasons for this 
belief, and has sent a copy of the same 
to members of congress and the presi- 
dent. ‘The following excerpt from the 
circular will show one of Mr. Burton's 
main reasons for his peculiar belief: 

Now, we, as loyal citizens of the United 
States of North America, have not ceased to 
petition your congress from the days of ex- 
President Grant to the present time, remind- 
ing and warning them of the great danger 
which lay just ahead of them. We have peti- 
tioned our congress in the humblest manner 
to remove every image from our currency and 
postage stamps, which is forbidden by the 
God of heaven in his holy law, viz: ‘‘The like- 
ress of male or female, fowels of the air, any 
beast, creeping thing or fish of the sea’”’ (Deut. 
iv, 16, 17, and v, 8). ‘‘For the Lord our God 
is a jealous God, and His jealousy is more cruel 
than the grave. Neither will His hand spare 
nor His eye pity in the day of vengeance. For 
though Job and Daniel were in the land, they 
could have neither son nor daughter by their 
righteousness, they could only save themselves 
for the Lord would utterly slay man, woman, 
child and beast.’’

Another of Andrew J. Burton’s peculiar 
ideas is that one-tenth of all his worldly 
possessions should be given to the Lord, 
This he faithfully carries out. 

In 1884 he bought three acres of land 
from his brother and deeded the same to 
Jesus Christ. The deed was recorded in 
the office of the probate judge of Talla- 
poosa county, and the remarkable docu- 
ment can now be seen spread on the 
records in that office.

At the hospital the phisicians decided 
that ampuation was necessary and the 
arm was taken off above the elbow. The 
patient stood the operation well and last 
night was reported as resting quietly. 

It is said that the judge was subject 
to attacks of vertigo, and it is probable 
that he was suddenly attacked yesterday 
when he fell under the moving car. It is 
possible, however, that he may have stum- 
bled by striking his foot against a stone 
or some other obstacie in the street.

BIG FIGHT OVER 
PALMETTO REWARD 


Saveral Claimants for the State's Offer 
of $400. 


DR. HAL JOHNSON’S CLAIM 


Only Two Negroes of the Nine Ar- 
rested Were Put on Trial, 


REWARD MAY NOT BE PAID BY STATE 


The Reward Case Was Argued Before 
Governor Candler Yesterday in 
the Executive Office. 


The aftermath of the Palmetto, Ga., 
affair during the early spring, in which 
five negroes accused of arson and known 
to be guilty were slain by a mob, Is 
found in the fight which has been precip- 
itated over the payment of the reward 
for the apprehension and conviction of the 


negroes charged with arson. 

It will be recalled that nine negroes, 
among them the worst in the country 
around Palmetto, were originally arrested 
and placed over night in the little stone 
warehouse belonging to Dr. Hal Johnson. 
After the passage of the mob the three 
negroes remaining were turned loose as 
the result of the sympathy of the better 
people of the place for them, 

The three negroes were shortly arrest- 
ed again. by Sheriff Aderhold, of Camp- 
bell county, at the instance of Dr. Hal 
Johnson and the town marshal of Pal- 
metto, and two of them were placed on 
trial at the county seat, con- 
victed of arson and sen- 
tenced. 

When a portion of the town of Palmetto 
was destroyed by incendiaries, the county 
authorities applied to the state for a re- 
ward to be offered for the arrest and con- 
viction of those guilty of the offense. 
Governor Candler at once offered ,a re- 
ward of $300 for the arrest and conviction 
of the first person guilty of arson and $100 
for each subsequent arrest and conviction. 

The elaimants of the reward, which 
under the circumstances amounts to $400, 
are Dr. Hal Johnson, at whose instance 
the two convicted men were arrested and 
re-arrested, and who furnished, evidence 
to convict them, and J. R. Minix and H. 
K. Beckman, who allege that they are 
entitled to two-thirds of the reygard for 
diligently aiding the prosecution Raa fur- 
nishing substantial proof of the guilt of 
the two negroes who were on trial. 

Minix and Beckman acknowiedge the as- 
sistance of Dr. Hal Johnson and admit 
that the arrest of the two men was 
brought about by him and they grant in 
their petition that one-third of the re- 
ward should go to him by right. 

The case has been held up for a long 
time and has practically been compro- 
mised between the claimants for the re- 
ward, but it is undecided yet whether 
the governor wiil authorize the payment 
of the $400 to any one. The attorneys for 
the claimants appeared before the chief

BVIDENCE HAS 
BEEN DISCOVERED 


Board of Inquiry Held Its Second Ses- 
‘sion Last Night. 


ENLISTED MEN EXAMINED 


Conclusive Evidence Was Found 
Against Several Enlisted Men. 


NAMES OF MEN COULD NOT BE SECURED 


Said That Only Two Were Involved 
_ by Testimony Last Night—Cap- 
tain Barker Was Examined. 


The second session of the military board 
of inquiry was held at the capitol last 
night, and it was announced that conclu- 
sive evidence had been secured against 
some of the men who did the looting at 
Hamlet. 

About twenty-five enlisted men of the 
Atlanta battalion appeared before the 
board for examination with two commis- 
sioned officers. These men were as fol- 
lows: 

From company B, Privates Hope, John- 
son, Allen, Bowen, McWhorter, Knight, 
Baird, Sergeant Staffnell, Sergeant Nor- 
ton, Corporal Reeves and Corporal Alex- 
ander. From the Machine Gun battery, 
Privates Berlin, Waitts. Sergeant Belle- 
vue, and from company K, Private Big- 
gers. Captain Barker, of company B, 
and Lieutenant Sherrer, of the Machine 
Gun battery, were also examined. 

The men were all questioned closely 1e- 
garding their actions at all the stations 
in North Carolina with special emphasis 
being laid on the conduct of some mem- 
bers of the battalion at Hamlet. Many 
searching questions were asked about 
what was done there, and it was after- 
wards announced by Colonel Obear that 
conclusive evidence had been secured 
against some men connected with the 
affairs at these places. He would not tell 
how many men against whom evidence 
was found, but it is understood that the 
number is two. 


It is also said that the testimony last 
night developed a new phase in the in- 
vestigation, In that the towns where all 
the looting occurred were not known, 
and were not Hamlet and Sanford. Tut 
this talk did not come from the officers, 
and it is not stated as an absolute cer- 
tainty. : 

The court met last night at 8:30 o’cléck 
in the same room on the third floor 


that the previous meetings have been 
held in. Colonel W. F. Obear, the in- 
spector general and president cf the 


board, presided at the session, which did 
not adjourn until 12 o'clock, 

The evidence brought out last night 
indicates that the inquiry is assuming 
important proportions, and the men who 
appeared before the board were all of 
the opinion that it is determined to find 
the guilty parties. 

Now that evidence has béen secured 
against some of the guilty men, it is not 
thought that much trouble will be expe- 
rienced in discovering the others. Any- 
way, the board will continue to hold 
meetings and summon men before it un- 
til the full number of guilty persons has 
heen secured. 

The board will hold another meeting 
tonight, when the examination of enlisted 
men will continue,
